Shipments by Rail Confiscated to Feed ths 
Locomotives—Factories Closing—Cold- 
est Weather Ever Exepriencei 
Througnout the Central South—Largest 
Ice Bridge Ever Formed at Niagara 
Falls—Much Suffering Among the Poor. 


CurcaGo, II., Jan. 16.—This city is threat- 
ened with a coal famine ifthe pre sent arctic 
rigor continues. Notonly will much suffer- 
ing ensues among the poorer classes, but 
many large factories will be compelled to 
shut down for want of fuel, throwing thous- 
ands of poor people out of employment. 
Even the railroads are already seriously 
crippled, and some of them have been com- 
pelled to reduce the number of yard engines, 
being unable to supply them with coal. 

The railroads have already been compelled 
to confiscate whole train-loads of coal enter- 
ing the city for their own use, and as a re- 
sult, local deaicrs are unable to supply large 
orders. : 

The stock on hand at the beginning of the 

th is weill-nigh exhausted, and the storms 

d blizzards have so seriously affected the 

lroads entering the city that the dally 
upply has been visibly decreasing. 

Many complaints are already being made of 
the inability to procure soft coal, and some 
ofthe big buildings, it is claimed,are threat- 
ened with an arctic climate within the next 
few days. 


Ine big coal dealers say they have never

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before witnessed such a clamor for coal. 
Their teams are kept busy day and night, 
and as the private stocks are being con- 
sumed, the demand is dally increasing. Asa 
consequence the dealers are seeing their 
stocks rapidly decrease, whilethey are una- 
ble to get their mine orders filled on account 
of the blockades and railroad confiscation. 
The prospect looks very gloomy to them, as 
they reluctantly admit. 


ALL RECORDS PASSED. 

MEMPHrs, Tenn., Jan. 16.— Never in the 
history ofthe Central South has there been 
so much suffering from cold weather as at 
present. Allrivers have been blocked with 
ice and snow, rendering passage over them 
impossible. Many trains are late and some 


have been abandoned by their suffering 
crews. The most intense suffering is preva- 
lent among mountain people. The snow is 
frozen ten inches to three feet deepin East- 
ern Tennessee, Western North Carolina and 

Eastern Kentucky, and all kinds of iabor has 
been suspended. Reports have been received 
of more than a dozen people being frozen to 
death, but none of them are confirmed yet. 


CINCINNATI'S POOR. 

CINCINNATI, O., Jan. 16.—The Chief of Po- 
lice has issued orders tobringintothe sta- 
tion-houses all destitute unemployed people. 
Those who are found deserving will be sent 
to the City Infirmary, and the undeserving 
will be sent to the Work-house. Thisis be- 
lieved to be better than establishing soup 
houses, which in the past has had the effect 
of inviting vagrants to the city.

LIKE AN ICEBERG. 
New YorKE, Jan. 16.—The British steamer 
Eastgale, Capt. .Thompson, arrived this 
morning from Newport News with a barge in 


Ihe barge looked like an iceberg being 
towed in tor summer use. lt was completely 
envelo i ce. John F. Tribble, an 
official news Hector, and his boatman, 
Gibbs, who boarded the steamer Syrabo last 
nieht and failed to return, turned up at the 
boarding station at Quarantine this morning. 
Their experiences in getting to the syrabo 
were similar to a voyage la the Arctic seas, 
tend they hesitated to repeat it in the dark 
and remained on board until daylight. 


HUGGED THE ZERO MARK. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 16.—The weather 
for several days has been about as cold as it 


ever getsto be in this lati ude. The mer- 
cury hugged the zero mark all day yesterday 
and in the mountainous region of the east- 
ern portion of the State a temperature 
of 11 below us reported. ‘ihere is 
an ice gorge in the Cumberland River 
at this point extending for several miles, and 
eople are walking from bank to bank for 
the fi st time since 1876. There is no scarcity

The heavy fall of snow and the clouds of 
mist at the Falls which settle on top, freezing 
as fast as they fall, form a natural cement. 

Many parties of tourists have visited Ni- 
agara within the past few days to view the 
ice bridge and its ‘attendant scenery. Some 
of them have had perilous experiences in 
their foolh endeavors to get near to the 
foot of the falis by venturing on the ice. 

oung Sargent, a hotel clerk here, 
eclipsed all by 1 a smaller ice bridge 
that had formed abreast of Goat Islaud, and 
extended toward the Canadian shore, under 
the Biddle staircase, near the table rock. On 
his return he stated that the grandeur of the 
scenes he witnessed along the shore well re- 
paid him for the danger he underwent. 

To give an idea of the full danger Sargent 
passed through, some of the ice floated off 
the small on on which he stood and 
went whirling down until it reached the large 
ice brifige when it disappeared under the 
ice andcame out on the other side. Had the 
young man been caught on one of those 
Pieces his death would have been certain. 
Three hours after he returned tothe shore 
all the stationary ice which he had traversed 
broke away.and was sucked down under the 
ice bridge and went down stream. A 
of New Yorkers wanted Sargent to take them 
ont on the route he made, dut when they 
reached Prospect Point they found, instead 
of the ice, a swift rushing river. 

The present bridge is one of the largest 
ever recorded at the Falls, and will continue 
now to grow until a long thaw breaks it up. 
When the time comes, many of the owners of 
inclined railways and staircases at the toot 
of the biuffs along the gore have reason to 
fear that their slender structures may 
swept away. 

The formation of an ice bridge is an inter- 
esting sight. There must severe cold 
weather fora week ortwoto form ice of a 
certain thickness inthe river above the falls 
and on Lake Erie. When the thaw comes the 
ice breaks up, and is carried down over the 
Falls and forms a jam in the gorge.

bridge would not stand 
unless it began just above swift water above 
the whirlpool rapids and builded up toward 
the falls. The present bridge, however, is 
formea ofthe smaller pieces of ice and ex- 
tends froma point below the portal of the 
big tunnel up to the edge of the American 
falls. It is thought by old residents that it 
will stand. Ihe last bridge was in 1889. 
Never since the winter of 1855 has thére been 
sucha bridgeas now. The ice mountain is 
now forming and coasting parties will soon 
be using it.

AN IRON WILL. 


Carnot Will Show France That 
He Can Crash Insurrection. 


Troops in Paris Held in Readiness to 
Quell an Uprising. 


SECRET ORDERS IssUED TO COMMAND- 
ERS OF ARMY CORPS. 


Correspondents of Foreign Newspapers 
Held Accountable for Unfounded 
Sensations Sent Abroad—One Journal- 
ist Expelled From the Country— 
Stories Set Afloat by Traducers of 
the Fresident—Interest in Berlin. 


PARIS, Jan, 16.—Notwithstanding the Gov- 
ernment’s assurance of security, there is no 
doubt that the Paris garrison is kept ready 
foran emergency, andon a very few min- 
utes’ notice any street in Paris could be com- 
manded by infantry, cavalry and artillery. 
Gen. Loiziilon, the new Minister of War, had 
along conference yesterday with Gen. Saus- 
sier, and it is also known that Gen. 
Saussier’s visit to President Car- 
not had other motives besides the de- 
Sire of Saussier to disclaim ambition 
for the Presidency. Carnot’s intimates as- 
sert that he is capable of being as stern and 
resolute inthe enforcement of authority as 
any man who has ever ruled France, should 
the occasion arise, and that his courteous 
and polished manners are the glove for an 
iron will, Should Carnot be compelled, his 
friends say, to face either a monarchist 
or anarchist uprising he would astonish 
the people with his severity in 
crushing insurrection and punishing the 
guilty participants. In some respects he is 
said to greatly resemble his famous ances- 
torof the revolutionary period, and to be 
fully as capable of skill, energy and heroism 
in an emergency. Besides he has the com- 
plete devotion of Gen. Saussier, and, it is be- 
lieved, of military commanders generally. 

It is stated that secret orders have been 
sent to the commanders of the several army 
corps, enjoining uponthem to be ready to 
co-operate in case of trouble and to deal 
thoroughly with any symptoms of insubordt- 
nation in the army itself. There is no reason 
to suppose, however, that any insubordina- 
tion exists. Thearmy, from the command. 
ing generals to the soldiers in 
the -ranks, is contented with its 
treatment, and the System of pro- 
motion has never been more fairly carried 
out than under the administration of Pres!i- 
dent‘ arnot. Both officers and soldiers are 
loyaltothe Republic, and feel that their in- 
terests are identified with its maintenance. 
Both among the army as among civilians the 
attacks of foreign critics on the Repu lic 
have aroused the Indignation and serve to 
stimalate a spirit of patriotism which rises 
above factional differences. 


ALIEN JOURNALISTS EXPELLED. 

The Government is greatly irritated at the 
exaggeration of the Panama scandal by for- 
eign journalists, and has resolved to exer- 
cise to the fullest extent, in the suppression 
of such reports, the authority to expel ob- 
noxious aliens. To-day the expulsion was 
announced of Sig. Bernascour, Paris 
correspondent of the Corriere Della 
S.ra, a newspaper of consider- 
able circulation, for having thrown 
suspicion upon Gen. Menabrea, formerly 
Italian Ambassador in Paris, as having been 
implicated in Panama bribery. The action 
of the Ministry is generally approved, 
as Marquis Menabrea was à personal favorite 
with the people of France, notwithstanding 
the antagonism of late years between France 
and Italy. Nobody believes the charge 
against Menabrea, who always possessed a 
high reputation for integrity, and the insinu- 
ations against Maron Monrenheim are be- 
lieved to be equally unfounded, 

The Government isalso much displeased 
with the reports abroad regarding the 
danger of insurrection. Those alarm- 
ist reports find ready publication in English 
newspapers, but within a few days, since 
the Ministry showed a resolution not to har- 
bor foreign correspondents who were strik- 
ing at the Government, it is no iced that the 
sensational utterances of the London 
press predicting in violent language 
the downfall of the Republic are 
either confined to the editorial 
columns or dated in large part from other 
capitals than Paris, justas it has been fora 
long time the ruie of certain London news- 
papers to date their more sensational Rus- 
sian news from Vienna or Berlin. It 18 
rumored that the exemplary action of the 
Govefiment against alien retailers of Pan 
ama scandal is not without sympathy among 
foreign correspondents themselves, some 
of whose names have been mentioned in 
connection with the general report of the 
press. One correspondent of an English 
paper, unless rumor does him grave in- 
justice, protited largely by the desire of the 
Panama directors to keep certain facts re- 
garding their enterprise out of the public 
press. The report is that he was not paid to 
say anything in favorof the company, but 
was paid to devote his attention to ot ner sub- 
jects when the Panama enterprise might 
have been a profitable field of investigation, 

CARNOT’S TRAUUCERS. 

The master stroke of the enemies of Presi- 
dent Carnot isthe attemptto connect his 
name wl that of M. Wilson, whose rela- 
tions with u. Grevy drove M. Grevy from the 
Elysee. . Carnot was asked when Minister 
of Finance to remit a charge of 70,000 francs

The Body Was Also Still Warm, and 
Physicians Advised Thet the Remains 
Be Not Embalmed or Put on Ice, and 
That the Interment Be Postponed— The 
soy Was an Ep leptic and His Father 
Says Thatthe Affliction Was Due to a 
Blow on the Head From a Beer Glass. 


The funeral of Edward Lang, the 20-year- 
old son of Juligs Lang, the saloon man at 713 
Pine street, which was to have taken place 
yesterday afternoon, was postponed by the 
advice of physicians because there was a 
grave doubt whether life was extinct. Young 
Lang was found in his room about 7:30-0’ clock 
last Friday morning by his father, who went 
to arouse himpand found him, as the father 
thought, dead. The boy was lying sidewise 
across the bed with his head hanging over to 
one side and blood dripping from his nose. 
The parent picked dim up, straightened 
him out and began rubbing his hands and 
feet. The body was still warm and Mr. Lang 
says he thought 3he boy migut possibly be 
suffering from one of the spasms to which he 
was subject, he being a sort of epileptic. Dr. 
J. D. Irwin was called in and, after examin- 
Ing the body, said that to ali outward ap- 
pearances the boy was dead. Dr. Chambers, 
the family physician, who arrived later, told 
the father that it was unadvisable to have 
the remains embalmed or placed on ice, as it 
might be a case of. suspended animation, 
Saturday the boy was pronounced dead 
by these physicians and also by Dr. 
Kniffen, who had been called in, and 
the funeral was set for yesterday afternoon. 

THE BODY STILL WARM. 

In the mornina the glass which covered the 
face as the boy lay in the coffin was covered 
with moisture and the body inthe vicinity of 
the heart was still warm. Another consulta- 
tion of the physicians was held and it was 
decided to defer the interment until to-day. 

The facts leading up to young Lanw’s death 
and those immediately surrounding it, as told 
by the father, form an interesting story. 

About four years ago, according to Mr. 
Lang’s statements, Edward, the deceased 
boy, was a walter in the saloon and then 
avout 15 years old. 

It was just about the time ofthe spring 
elections; excitement ran high among poli-

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COLLAPSE OF THE MACHINE, — 

The election of Edward Murphy to the 
United States Senate is looked upon by 
machine politicians as a rebuke to the 
President-elect and a notice that he will 
have to fight a guerrifla war with the two 
Senators from New York. 

But the more probable consequence will 
be the disruption of the Hill-Croker- 
Murphy combine. Mr. Cleveland fought 
this combination jn 1884, in 1888 and again 
before the convention of 1892. The long 
war ended in the total defeat of the Hill 
faction and its practical extinction as a 
real influence with voters. It has gone the 
way of all machines, which are bound 
sooner or later to become arrogant and 
self-sufficient. 

We may look for a quarrel between 
these three, because nothing can be 
gained by continuing the partnership. 
Mr. Murphy is more likely to be a thorn 
in Hill’s sidethan a foe of the Administra- 
tion. Hecannotsupport Mr. Cleveland very 
effectively because he has neither the taste 
nor talent for statesmanship. But he has 
a vote and will probably find it to his in- 
terest to aid the President by casting it to 
defeat the factious purposes of the discon- 
tented. He can play a humble role as 


office broker and as such need not be offen- 


sive, although, of course, it is not pleasant 
to contemplate a United States Senator 
trotting around the departments in the in- 
terest of small office seekers. 

From present appearances, therefore, 
obstructionist tactics even if tried will not 
be successful, as both Senators must agree 
if they are to command that curious thing 
known as ‘‘Senatorial courtesy.’’

JUSTIFYING CRIME, 

In a report of a defaleation in the office 
of the Treasurer of St. Charles County the 
following statement ogcurs: ‘‘No ope be- 
lieves that Treasurer Mittelberger has been 
willfully dishonest, The sentiment is'that 
it is a case of unfortunate business invest- 
ment. N 

This statement suggests a form of false 
sentiment which prevails to an astonishing 
extent and which has a strong tendency to 
undermine the standard of honesty which 
should control all public trusts. The plea 
in behalf of officials who lose funds en- 
trusted to their care through unfortunate 
investment for personal profit, that they 
intended to return it is common, and is 
often used effectually to prevent prosecu- 
tion, but it is directly contrary to law 
and moralty. The distinction between 
the guilt of the thief who picks a pocket 


or robs a till with no intention of ‘retura- | 


ing the money and that of the official who 
uses public funds for his own profit with 
no certainty that he will be able to return 
them is slight. On high moralgrounds the 
common thief usually has the advantage of | 
the defaulting official because the former 
betrays no trust and often steals to live, 
whereas the latter violates a sacred trust 
and steals from motives of greed. The 
standpoints, advantages and ‘responsi- 
bilities of the two as a rule make the act 
of the official far more culpabie than the 
act of the common thief. 

The pernicious effects of this misapplica- 
tion of the element of intention in theft 
may be noted in many cases of defalcations 
n which laws are brought into contempt 
and the standard of public morality is de- 
based by the protection of defaulters from 
punishment. It is a dangerous fallacy. 
The trust is violated in the 
act of appropriating public funds 
to personal use and. the official 
who risks the money, with the care of 
which he is charged to the uncertainties 
of speculation or business ventures 
‘for the profit of himself or his friends is a 
thiefin fact and practically consents to 
become one in law. The money s en- 


trusted to the chances of investment and 
, N n eed ** 
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‘knows that our American 


eriminal act 1% proper enough. In 
fact, all such offenders are objects of pity, 
but this feeling should never be permitted 
to operate in the direction of securing 
legal or moral Justification af: the offense. 
The safety of the correct standard of 
morality, the purity of public office and 
the. security of public funds demand the 
branding of crime, in its true character

THE POPE DISPLEASED AT THE RECEP- 
i TION OF HIS LEGATE, 


Interview With Bishop Keane— complete | 


Justification of Archbishop Ireland— 
More Concerning the Lettera Stolen 
From Rome-—-Dr. McGiynun Pursuei 
by a Crank—Religious Intelligence. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 16.—Mgr, Satolli 
confirms the belief that the Pope is seriously 
displeased at the manner in which his legate 
to America has been treated by certain ec- 
clesiastics. Bishop Keane, in whom Mgr. 


Satolli reposes entire confidence, spoke au-. 


thoritatively. 

I have no information whatsoever,’’ said 
he, in regard to the alleged protests sent by 
the Archbishop of New York and do not know 
that the Pope’s action was occasioned 
thereby, but Ido knowthatthe holy father 
considers that his legate has not been 
treated with proper respect, that he feels it 
keenly and that he is fully determined to as- 
sert the authority of his representative. 
Do you consider that this action isa re- 
buke to Archbishop Oorrigan?’’ he was asked. 

Not of 8 for the reason that the 
charges, formulated principally by the press, 
have not been proven—and because I am not 
as yet thoroughly convinced that he has ever 
filed protests. It is, however, a complete 
justification of Archbishop Ireland. The es- 
tablishment of what has been aptly termed a 
supreme court in America is due to the fact 
that the holy father, after considering 
the existing state of affairs in the 
church, believed this to be the opportunity 
for establishing his delegation. The step 
had been under advisement for some time 
past. Transactions in regard to even the 
minutest details required one month fora 
settlement through the medium of corre- 
spondence. As to the powers conferred upon 
the new legate, any bishop can still go 
directly to the Holy See for consideration of 
any point at issue, but the probabilities are 
that all matters pertaining to the church in 
the United States will hereafter be referred 

. Satoli,’’ 

Where will be the headquarters of the 
delegation?’’ 

Mgr. Satolli will reside in the Catholic 
University of this city for some months to 
come, and Washington will certainly be the 
seat of his delegation.’’ 

In regard to thé letters stolen from Rome, 
have you any information as to how they 
were obtatned?’’ 

None whatever. This is a remarkable 
fact, unique in the history of the church. I 
know positively that the letters were stolen, 
and with the intention of doing harm to 
Archbishop Ireland. Future investigation 
by the Holy See will make plain by whom 
and at whose instigation the deed was 
done. It was low thievery to take 
the letters; it is biackmail to 
use them, as they have endeavored. 
No, the author ofthe deed is not necessa- 
rily in authority, as servants could have 
access to them aud bribery is possible. Mgr. 
Satolti received a letter from the San Fran. 
cisco party, Doe, in which a desire for 
negotiations for Co les of these letters was 
expressed. He eu: If you have the 
right spirit as a m and a Catnolic, send me 
the originals.’ Dbeing is an obscure party 
who is being used as a tool, by whom i can- 
not positively state. The letters were writ- 
ten by Arebbishop Ireland and his friends 
and contain nothing which would work detr:- 
ment to himself, so we are not concerned in 
the recovery. 

‘*these people have undertaken a bad 
job,’’ continued the Bishop, with a degreeof 
warmth, and have got hold of the wrong 
man, when they endeavor to discredit Arch- 
bishop Ireland with the Holy See and the 
American people. The holy fati:er knows 
his worth and will not be influenced against 
him 

"Do you think this willresult in his eleva- 
tion to the cardmalate?“ 

As to that Ilcan only surmise, I can only 
guess as to the influence upon Archbishop 
Corrigan. The statement that spies have 
been placed upon bishops I am inclined to 
discredit. None have ever bothered me. The 
worst feature of this controversy has been 
the interference of laymen and the use of the 
press for mendacious articies.

FR. KIELTY’S VIEW OF THE APPOINTMENT. 
Rev, Fr. Kielty, pastor of the Church of 
Holy Angels, who has been a close observer 
ot the events transpiring in this country, 
said to-day in conversation about 
the permanent apostolic delegation: 
‘*Satolli is here in the interest of 
religion, there being no potitics connected 
with his appointment. We can take care of 
our Own politics. The church wants law and 
BO pereanel ruling can take its place. If we 
had law here in the diocese, you woulda 
never have heard of our late petition which 
we were obliged to get up in self-desense, 
These irruptions of human infirmity do not 
shock us, for there is botha divine anda hu- 
man element in the church.’ 


THE STOLEN LETTERS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 16.—Archbishop 
Riordan was seen last night in regard to the 
Rome cable stating that certain church pa- 
pers had been stolen from Bim and were in 
possession of Carl Doeing, publisher of a 
Catholic paper, who desired to surrender 
the papers for a consideration. The Arch- 
bishop admitted that a number 
of papers had disappeareG from 
his filles some months ago and also that he 
had received a letter written from a book 
store kept by Doeing in which the writer, 
whose name was net uiven, offered to sur- 
render some church papers which had been 
taken. The Archbishop did not state the 
contents of the stolen papers and did not 
remember the contents of them all. He said 
he laid the matter before the lice but 
abandoned the attempt to recover the papers 
that way, as he saw it would lead to much 
publicity.

NO TOWERS INTENDED. 

**I find,’’ said the Senator, ‘‘that the word- 
ing of the bill in several sections has led to 
the impression thatthe companies may use 
either conduits or overhead towers as they 

lease. If the bill is construed strictly the 

oard of Public Improvements may, without 
Violating its letter, order companies 
to use the towers, but the spirit 
ofthe bill intends that only the conduits 
shall be used. I don't believe any company 
Will want to use the towers, anyway. ‘hey 
would be as bad as the wires. They are 
cosily, in the first place; they are dangerous 
to the linemen and they are clumsy and un- 
Sightly. 

**Why were the clauses which seem to ad- 
mit the towers put in?“ 

In making the bill we were careful to 
word it so that the Board of Public Improve- 
ments should not be obliged to enforce 
the law to the injury of the 
company. For instance, the Board 
May allow poles or other aerial supporters 
for the wires to remain in parts of the city 
where it is not thought necessary to use the 
conduits in the suburbs or at points where 
wires converge to be brought dowu into the 
conduits. In making this provision the bill 
had to leave it entirelyin the d.scretion of 
the board when the aerial supporter should 
be usedand in that way the overhead sys- 
tem seems to be let in. owever there will 
be no trouble on that score. It will be elther

NEW MINISTER FROM CHINA. 


The Present Represeatative Soon to Be 
Fecalied. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 16.—The Chinese 
Government has some difficulty in getting 
anyone to come to the United States from the 
Celestial Empire to act as the Minister at 
Washington. The present Minister, Mr. Tsui 
Kwo Yen, will soon return to his country in 
some perturdation of mind. He bas 
been involved in several transactions 


in this country which have been 
represented to the home Government 
as calculated to injure the standing of the 
Mongolian race in the eyes of the United 
States. Mr. Tsulhas been reprimanded by 
Li Hung Chang, the Prime Minister of the 
Chinese Empire, aiid goes back to his country 
with the prospect of dire visitations of Mon- 

olian, wrath, which, with his intimate 

nowledge of the intricacies of official venge- 
ance, assumes terrifying proportions. No 
one knows what questions may arise and, 
with the attitude of the United states appar- 
ently so pronounced against the Chinese, 
there is little chance of carrying out the in- 
structions from Li Hung Chang who stays at 
home and expects to be obeyed. 

It is said that Li Hung Chang is determined 
that his Government shall be represented 
here, as, according ta his position, there has 
been nothing to disturb the relations existing 
between the two countries. He does not 
recognize the Chinese exclusion law, in that 
he has lustructed the dip'omatic representa- 
tives in this country to refrain from furnish- 
ing the certificates required by one of the sec- 
tions of this act. 

It is said by those who are kept posted by 

rivate advices from China that tf no one is 

ound to succeed Tsui during the period 

which the Premier is disposed good-natur- 
sy to awalt 8 diplomats, he will 
order some one here. An order, of course, 
must be obeyed, and Mr. Tsui is bound to be 
followed by some diplomat.

MILTON, Pa., Jan. 16.—A batch of manu- 
script belonging to the late cavalry officer, 
Gen. J. Irving Gregg, formerly of Lewis- 
burg, Pa., bas been found and created quite 
a sensation among Grand Army men.

The great Wainwright building at Seventh 
and Chestnut streets, in its loftiness and 
grandeur, is now inthe full swing of busi- 
ness, and its nine stores and 225 offices will
